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Death row 
inmate 
loses 
appeal

FRANKFORT — An Eastern 
Kentucky death row inmate lost 
another appeal with the Kentucky 
Supreme Court Thursday. 

The unanimous decision affirmed 
a lower court ruling that said Donald 
Herb Johnson failed to prove that 
his guilty plea in Floyd Circuit 
Court to murder and other charges 
was coerced. 

Johnson, 46, entered a condi- 
tional guilty plea in 1994 to murder, 
first-degree burglary and two counts 
of first-degree sexual abuse in the 
November 1989 death of Helen 
Madden, who was “beaten, stabbed, 
mutilated and tortured to death in 
the supply storage room of the 
Laundromat where she worked” in 
Hazard, according to the court rul- 
ing. 

The prosecution sought the death 
penalty for Johnson and asked that 
he be sentenced by a jury. Johnson 
opposed the request, asking that the 
special judge, John David Caudill, 
sentence him. 

“Though he did not raise the 
issue at that time, Johnson now 
claims that he was induced to enter 
the guilty plea by a promise from 
Judge Caudill to give him less than 
the death penalty and his lawyer’s 
threat to withdraw from the repre- 
sentation,” the Supreme Court said. 
“On an interlocutory appeal, this

Johnson 
man to 
remain 
in jail

PIKEVILLE - Calling him a 
danger to the community, a judge 
Friday ordered a Johnson County 
man charged with federal drug and 
firearms offenses to continue being 
detained pending his trial. 

The order came two days after a 
detention hearing was held for John 
Thomas Kline, 42, of West Van 
Lear, who was named in a 12-count 
federal indictment in August. 

The indictment charges Kline 
with distribution and possession 
with intent to distribute Oxycodone, 
Carisoprodol and Alprazolam; car- 
rying a firearm during and in rela- 
tion to drug trafficking; and posses- 
sion of a firearm by an unlawful 
user of marijuana. 

Kline, who indicated in March 
that he would run for Johnson Coun- 
ty sheriff in 2014, told a confidential 
informant that he was one of the 
county’s biggest drug dealers, 
according to court records. 

During last Wednesday’s hear- 
ing, Kline “satisfied the relatively

Martin court talks development

INEZ — District 5 Magistrate 
Victor Slone attended the Martin 
County Fiscal Court meeting Thurs- 
day armed with information and 
maps that he hoped would motivate 
the other members to take action in 
the Caney Shaft area that could pro- 
mote economic development. 

A member of the newly formed 
Martin County Sportsman’s Club, a 
non-profit group, visited the court 
and told them that his organization 
would be interested in leasing the 
property to develop it into walking 
and riding trails, putt-putt golf and 
more. But he said it would be a long 



process and not something that could 
happen overnight. 

Slone passed out information for 
various locations showing the 
improvements made and the growth 
in areas where trails have been 
launched. He said he thought the 
property donated to the court should 
be used for the purpose it was 
intended and urged the court to do 
something and to not let the opportu- 
nity for something great to pass 
Martin County by. 

“If we don’t do something, we 
are letting the citizens of Martin 
County down,” Slone said. “Gilbert, 
West Virginia, a small town with a 
population of 417 people barely had 
enough business to keep its only 
grocery store open and in October 



2000, when the Hatfield and McCoy 
Trails opened, 10 years later, they 
have 130 lodging rooms, numerous 
restaurants, four pharmacies, an 
ambulance service with a fleet of 14 
ambulances, two car washes, a large 
campground, two auto repair shops 
and so much more. The assets they 
have is the same as those we have. 
We’ve got three to 500 miles of trails 
we could use and 163 million poten- 
tial visitors. The impact it had on 
Gilbert is the same impact we could 
have.” 

Martin County Judge-Executive 
Kelly Callaham said the group 
would need money and talked about

War battle in Eastern Ken- 
tucky, according to informa- 
tion posted on the Kentucky 
Tourism Web site. The battle 
is where Union forces were 
led by Garfield and Confeder- 
ate troops by Brig. Gen. Hum- 
phrey Marshall. 

There are two walking 
trails at the site that are 
enhanced with informative 
panels explaining the strategic 
offensive and defensive mea- 
sures that were implemented 
by both the Confederate and 
Union troops.

Court held that the prosecu- 
tion ‘can insist on jury-recom- 
mended sentencing over a 
defendant’s objection.’ The 
case was remanded for a jury 
sentencing hearing.” 

After the case was remand- 
ed, Johnson wanted to with- 
draw his guilty plea, but the 
motion was denied. A few 
months before the sentencing 
hearing in 1997, Johnson’s 
attorneys withdrew from the 
case, claiming to “have been 
ineffective by failing to advise 
Johnson that he could have 
entered into a conditional 
guilty plea and that he had the 
right to a speedy trial.” 

A new attorney was 
appointed, and he argued at 
the sentencing hearing that 
the former lawyers “led him 
(Johnson) to believe the judge 
had either agreed to or in 
some way indicated that he 
would give Johnson life with- 
out the possibility of parole 
for 25 years (LWOP 25) 
instead of death,” the ruling 
said. 

The new attorney succeed- 
ed in getting the prosecution 
to agree to Johnson’s being 
sentenced by Caudill, who 
sentenced Johnson to death. 
The Supreme Court later 
upheld the sentence. 

Johnson then filed a 
motion with Caudill “collater- 
ally attacking his sentence 
and conviction,” arguing, 
among other things, that his 
guilty plea should be set aside 
as involuntary because he was 
“under the belief that the trial 
judge had agreed to sentence 
him to life without parole for 
twenty-five years,” the 
Supreme Court said. 

“In the RCr 11.42 motion, 
he alleged that the lead mem- 
ber of his trial team, Mike 
Williams, threatened to with- 
draw from the representation 
and thus bullied him into 
entering the guilty plea,” the 
Supreme Court said. “He also 
claimed that he ‘reluctantly 
agreed to the plea, but only 
because the [trial judge] had 
convinced him, and his attor- 
neys, that the judge would 



give him LWOP 25.’” 

The motion also included 
numerous allegations of a 
“secret deal,” the court said. 

Caudill denied the motion 
without holding an evidentia- 
ry hearing. 

“This Court affirmed 
except as to the issue of the 
voluntariness of the guilty 
plea,” the Supreme Court 
said. “This Court was con- 
cerned primarily with whether 
there had been ‘judicial inter- 
ference’ in the plea process.” 

The court ruled that Cau- 
dill erred for not conducting 
an evidentiary hearing on 
Johnson’s claims, and sent the 
case back to Floyd Circuit 
Court for a hearing on the 
matter. Caudill was disquali- 
fied from presiding over the 
hearing because he would be 
a witness. 

Special Judge Eddy Cole- 
man held “a multiple-day evi- 
dentiary hearing over the 
course of several months 
exploring what exactly trans- 
pired in the time leading up to 
Johnson’s guilty plea,” the 
Supreme Court’s ruling said. 

“Fourteen witnesses testi- 
fied at the hearing,” the ruling 
said. “Among them were 
Johnson, various members of 
his defense team, Judge Cau- 
dill, and several members of 
the judge’s staff, including his 
former court reporter and law 
clerk.” 

Following the hearing, 
Coleman issued ruling con- 
cluding that Johnson “was not 
promised a life sentence in 
exchange for a guilty plea by 
the trial judge or anyone else” 
and that there was “simply no 
credible evidence to find oth- 
erwise.” He also found that 
Johnson’s former attorney did 
not threaten to withdraw if 
Johnson refused to plead 
guilty. 

The Supreme Court upheld 
Coleman’s decision Thursday, 
saying that the judge’s find- 
ings “are supported by sub- 
stantial evidence and there- 
fore are not clearly errone- 
ous.” 

“Ultimately, proof in this 
case is more consistent with 
the idea that at most, Judge 
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Caudill had inquired about the 
possibility of a deal being 
reached in the case,” the 
Supreme Court said. “Possi- 
bly, such an inquiry was driv- 
en by the funding concerns 
that ran throughout the case in 
the early 1990s, when the 
county would have been 
responsible for much of the 
defense’s costs. But it requires 
a substantial leap to believe 
that such an inquiry was in 
fact a promise to give a cer- 
tain sentence upon an uncon- 
ditional, blind plea. While the 
judge likely tried to nudge the 
case toward a plea agreement, 
the proof simply does not 
show he interfered with the 
process in the manner con- 
demned in (previous Supreme 
Court rulings).”

the court “lacks subject matter 
jurisdiction over the action” 
and because the suit “fails to 
state a claim upon which 
relief may be granted” and 
“fails to allege fraud with par- 
ticularity.” 

The motion, filed on 
behalf of Conn and his Stan- 
ville-based law firm by Louis- 
ville attorneys Kent Wicker 
and Lesley Bilby, is accompa- 
nied by a memorandum citing 
numerous grounds why the 
lawsuit, filed by Social Secu- 
rity Administration employ- 
ees Jennifer L. Griffith and 
Sarah Carver, should be dis- 
missed. 

The complaint was filed 
against Conn and former 
administrative law judge 
David B Daugherty and seeks 
to “recover fraudulently 



obtained disability benefits 
and attorneys’ fees paid by the 
United States of America to 
Eric C. Conn and Eric Conn, 
P.S.C.” 

The U.S. Attorney’s Office 
has declined to intervene in 
the complaint, a fact noted in 
a memorandum in support of 
Conn’s motion to dismiss. 

“In light of the SSA 
Inspector General’s investiga- 
tion, as well as an investiga- 
tion by the Permanent Sub- 
committee on Investigations 
of the Senate Committee on 
Homeland Security and Gov- 
ernment Affairs, this matter 
has been doggedly pursued 
and the Government has 
elected not to intervene in this 
proceeding,” the memoran- 
dum says. “As a result, the 
Court should dismiss the 
Complaint with prejudice.” 

The memorandum pro- 



vides several reasons why the 
suit should be dismissed, 
including an allegation that 
the complaint was leaked 
while it was still under seal, in 
violation of a federal law that 
“requires that the complaint 
be filed in camera and under 
seal for at least sixty (60) 
days.” 

The memorandum notes 
that the initial lawsuit was 
filed Oct. 11, 2011, but the 
amended complaint wasn’t 
formally unsealed until July 
30 of this year. It says the seal 
in the case was “required to 
remain unbroken even longer 
than 60 days, as the Govern- 
ment requested multiple 
extensions on its time to inter- 



vene. 

The memorandum says a 
“suspected breach” occurred 
sometime prior to Jan. 26, 
2012, noting a court filing by

the government that says “it 
believes that the seal may 
have been breached.” 

“The United States has 
been advised by relators’ 
counsel that on or about Janu- 
ary 26, 2012, relator Sarah 
Carver received a message 
from an individual believed to 
be connected to a congressio- 
nal subcommittee suggesting 
that he had heard a false 
claims case had been filed and 
that he was interested to see a 
copy of the complaint if so,” 
the filing said. “Ms. Carver 
did not respond to the mes- 
sage. Relators’ counsel 
promptly notified Govern- 
ment counsel of the message. 

“The United States is 
unaware of the source of the 
information contained in the 
message, but has taken to 
steps to remind Executive 
Branch employees involved 
in the investigation that the 
matter remains under seal and 
should not be disclosed until 
order of this Court . . .” 



Conn’s memorandum says 
the government “should not 
have been so reluctant to put 
the blame” on Carver and 
Griffith. 

“There is no reason to 
believe that anyone connected 
with the Department of Jus- 
tice notified the congressional 
subcommittee, or that it was 
so cavalier with its secrecy 
obligations that it gave out the 
information to others who 
notified the committee,” the 



memorandum says. “Nor is 
there any reason to believe the 
clerks in the Eastern Districl 
of Kentucky violated theii 
obligations. Someone broke 
the seal, though, and it is 
likely the fault of Relators. In 
light of Relators’ apparenl 
failure to comply with the 
statutory requirements, this 
case must be dismissed.” 
Conn’s attorneys have 
asked for a hearing on theii 
motion to dismiss.

sold. He said the money could 
then be put into the general 
fund, and if the court is able to 
lease the property to the Mar- 
tin County Sportsman’s club, 
donate the proceeds from the 
sale towards some of the cost 
for development.

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light burden of production 
necessary to rebut the pre- 
sumption of detention,” but 
U.S. District Magistrate Judge 
Edward B . Atkins said he also 
considered evidence presented 
by the prosecution “showing 
that the Defendant remains a 
danger to the community or 
risk of flight.” 

“The nature and circum- 
stances of the offense charged 
suggest the Defendant is a 
danger,” Atkins wrote in his 
order. “. . . (Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives) Special Agent 
Ronald Sabotchick testified 
that there are audio and/or 
video recordings of numerous 
controlled buys by confiden- 
tial informants from the 
Defendant. Further, during the 
controlled buy immediately 
preceding his arrest, the 
Defendant possessed and 
brandished a loaded firearm, 
bragging that he had used the 
weapon to kill another person. 
Additionally, Special Agent 
Sabotchick testified that the 
Defendant plotted with the 
ATF’s confidential informant 
to acquire explosives, intend- 
ing to kill or severely injure a 
suspected confidential infor- 
mant for the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Office in order to 
prevent her from testifying 
against him. The Defendant 
did later decide not to go 
through with the plan at that 
time, in order to avoid draw- 
ing attention to himself due to 
his campaign for sheriff of 
Johnson County. However, the 
nature of his withdrawal from 
the plan simply indicates that 
he had a strong desire to avoid 
detection under the existing 
circumstances. Further, Spe- 
cial Agent Sabotchick testified 
that the Defendant told the 
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unanimously agreed. 

Eden Elementary School 
Principal Willa Preston 
approached court members to 
ask them to blacktop a small 
section on the school property 
for a bus turnaround to allevi- 
ate some of the traffic prob- 
lems when parents come to 
pickup and drop off their chil- 
dren. 

“We have about 225 pick- 
ups,” Preston told the court 
and they are lined up down by 
Rt. 645,” Preston said. “It 
would help a lot if you could 
just come up and blacktop a 
small section at the left of the 
school, so that the buses can 
turn around.” 

Callaham said that he 
would come out and look at 
the area and if the money is 
available will blacktop the 
small section. 

Harmon added that Warf- 
ield Elementary School also 
needs blacktop. 

In other business, the court 
voted unanimously to allow 
Sue Maynard to do settle- 
ments for the 2012 revenue 
and unmined coal for Martin 
County Sheriff Garmon Pre- 
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ATF confidential informant 
that he was involved in or 
responsible for the murder of 
four (4) individuals. The 
nature and circumstances of 
the alleged offenses suggest 
that the Defendant poses a risk 
of danger.” 

The order said the plan to 
plant the explosives on the 
Johnson County informant’s 
car “involved having the 
explosives planted and 
remotely detonated by a third 
party while the Defendant and 
the ATF confidential infor- 
mant travel out of state in 
order to establish alibis.” 

Atkins found that “there 
exist no combination of condi- 
tions that will reasonably 
assure the safety of any other 
person and the community.” 

The judge ordered that 
Kline be committed to the cus- 
tody of the attorney general or 
a designated representative for 
“confinement in a corrections 
facility separate, to the extent 
practicable, from persons 
awaiting or serving sentences 
or held in custody pending 
appeal.” 

Kline will remain incarcer- 
ated pending his trial, which is 
scheduled for Oct. 15.

How 

prepared are 
you for a 
cyberattack?

Former Homeland 
Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano gave her fare- 
well speech last week. She 
had quite a bit to say, but 
there was one thing that 
caught my attention: She 
warned that a major cyber- 
attack is on the way. 

I believe it. Most major 
U.S. companies have been 
under siege from hackers 
over the last 18 months. 

In fact, two days after 
Napolitano ’s speech, a 
hacker group called the 
Syrian Electronic Army 
hacked the New York 
Times’ website and Twitter 
feed — for the second time 
this year. 

Of course, Napolitano 
wasn’t just talking about 
American business. She 
was talking about Ameri- 
ca’s infrastructure: power 
grid, communications, 
banking and so forth. 

Every one of these ser- 
vices relies on computers. 
A well-placed virus could 
do a lot of damage, espe- 
cially if an insider planted 
it. 

The Northeast blackout 
of 2003 started at a single 
power center. A computer 
bug disabled an important 
alarm. The operators 
couldn’t react in time to a 
downed power line and it 
blacked out 55 million 
people for several days. 

Imagine waking up one 
morning with no power. 
Cellphones can’t connect, 
banks are closed, the Inter- 
net is down and credit 
cards don’t work. 

In localized emergen- 
cies, workers from other 
areas help to restore ser- 
vices quickly. A cyberat- 
tack could affect wide 
regions of the country, 
overwhelming the avail- 
able manpower. 

It could take days, 
weeks or months for basic 
services to be fully 
restored. Not a pretty pic- 
ture. 

Now, a cyberattack 
might not take down every- 
thing, but it could make 
basic services unreliable. 
You won’t be able to trust 
technology to always 
work. 

That’s why you need a 
backup plan for your fami- 
ly. I would plan for at least 
30 days of limited to non- 
existent services. 

Keep a supply of water 
and canned food on hand, 
along with a first aid kit. 
Knowing exactly what oth- 
er survival tools to include 
can be difficult. Fortunate- 
ly, the government has a 
site to help you plan your 
disaster kit. 

Your emergency kit 
should contain cash. After 
all, debit and credit cards 
may not work. 

Keep important docu- 
ments within easy reach, 
too. You may not be able to 
get to documents stored on 
your computer. So, keep 
physical copies in a small 
safe near your disaster kit. 

Being separated from 
your family is worrying, 
particularly in emergen- 
cies. So, your family needs 
to determine a gathering 
point. You might not have 
Facebook, Twitter or tex- 
ting available to help you 
coordinate. 

In a disaster, remember 
it’s better to text than to 
voice call. Texts use less 
information so they don’t 
overwhelm local cellular 
towers. Plus, texts can wait 
to send, so they’ll still get 
through without your con- 
stant attention. 

In localized disasters, it 
is often easier to contact 
people outside the area. So, 
designate an out-of-town 
relative as a contact per- 
son. 

However, as we saw in 
Hurricane Sandy, cellular 
towers aren’t as robust as 
traditional landlines. So,

“We’re a product of our 
experiences and relation- 
ships.” These were the first 
words that Wayne Martin

The last story he left the 
interns with was the most 
memorable.

He found it was much 
too difficult to pull the don- 
key out, so he decided to put 
it out of its misery and bury 
it. A couple of other farmers 
came by to help him shovel 
the dirt. They were amazed 
that with each scoop of dirt, 
the donkey would shake it 
off and take a step up. Each 
time, no matter how much 
dirt hit its back, it shook 
itself off and stepped higher 
and higher. Eventually, the 
donkey made it all the way to 
the top and stepped out on 
level ground. The farmers 
were all astonished. The 
moral to the story was to 
teach us all to learn to shake 
things off and continue step- 
ping upward no matter how 
bleak the situation may 
seem.

Some can even 
charge other gadgets, like cell- 
phones. Make sure the radio is 
capable of receiving NOAA 
weather alerts as well.
